RHINE FRONTIER 


STATEM EN T‘LIE’ 


W ashington, Feb. 3 (AP>—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt stam ped as a “de­ 
liberate lie" today a Staten,ent that 
he called the river Rhine, between 
France and Germany, an American 
frontier. 
Speaking in tense, grave tones at 
his press conference, the chief execu­ 
tive declared 
the statem ent was 
m anufactured by some legislative 
and newspaper-owner agitator*. 
His voice filled with irony and a 
bitter smile curled his lips a* he 
added that those he described a agi­ 
tator' had 
deliberately 
misr pre­ 
sented existing facts. 
Mr Roosevelt was asked whether 
his term “deliberale lie * applied also 
to reports he had said the American 
frontier was in France 
He replied 
with an em phatic yes. 
By way of general reply to what 
has been said and written about a 
conference he had with the senate 
military affairs committee Tuesday, 
the President permitted newsmen to 
quote him directly on the “lies” and 
what he said was a re-statem ent of 
United States foreign policy. 
It was at the chief executive’s

Have Merit

/A PPARENTLY, 
borough 
au- 
■**■1, hori ti es and others in favor 
of 
the installation 
of 
parking 
meters on the central streets of 
Gettysburg, and in parts of center 
square, are preparing to again 
present the m atter to borough 
council, after being presented some 
m onths ago but withdrawn to per­ 
mit a more thorough investigation 
of their usefulness in towns where 
they had already been installed. 
In fact, there is a well-authenti­ 
cated rumor that a m ajority of 
members of council are in favor 
of a “try-out” at this time. 
Personally, the editor of The 
Gettysburg Times, after a thor­ 
ough investigation alone in ten 
communities of this state, where 
the meters have been installed— 
in every case despite heavy op­ 
position from m erchants and other 
citizens alike—has come to the 
conclusion th a t tile meters have 
merit, and their use is both prac­ 
tical and sound. In every com ­ 
m unity 
visited, 
sentim ent 
has 
switched unanimously in favor of 
the meters, and those who or­ 
iginally opposed installation, es- 
specially business people, are now 
wholeheartedly in favor of them. 
The towns included such as State 
College and others .smaller than 
Gettysburg 
And the reasons for their favor 
would apply the same in G ettys­ 
burg. 
The parking m e te rs offer many 
and varied improvements in park­ 
ing, but the greatest good seems 
to lie in the possibility they offer 
of lowering taxes. So sure are the 
m anufacturers and sellers cf the 
meters th at they will produce the 
desired 
results, 
th at 
they 
are 
willing in most cases to install 
them and operate them, for the 
community, if so desired, so th a t 
very little responsibility or finan­ 
cial risk is required of any town 
where they are placed in use. 
Waynesboro has them and likes 
them ; Hagerstown has them and 
likes them ; Harrisburg has them 
and likes them. 
Those interested 
in knowing whether or net they 
are successful can easily drive to 
those towns and make their own 
investigations. 
Our idea is that Gettysburg ran 
well afford to give them a trial, at 
least,. 
If not desirable at the end 
of six m onths or a year, they can 
be ordered out, and th at is the 
end of it. 
It is likely th a t the 
m atter will be presented again to 
borough council at the next reg­ 
ular meeting Monday evening.

Stew art found his wife, Mary Louise tective Charles K nittle said a m an 
McClelland Stew art, 29, of W ilkins­ 
burg, and his four-year-old son and 
namesake, Norm an, 3rd, dead — 
beaten to death with a ham m er and 
stabbed with a bread knife. 
T hat was on June 15. 1935, when, 
after having failed to make a suc­ 
cess of a dental practice, Stew art 
held a depression job as a $15 a 
week grocery clerk.

NEW MAIL PLAN 


Philadelphia, Feb. 3. — Aviation 
leaders here paid tribute Thursday 
to the services of former United 
States 
Representative 
Harry 
L. 
Haines, of York county, who fa ­ 
thered the forthcoming autogrio air 
mail service between the roof of the 
Philadelphia postoffice and the city 
airport at Camden. 
The 
H aines 
air mail 
act, ap­ 
proved at the last session of con­ 
gress, is the legislative basis for es- 


} tablishm ent of the “world’s shortest 
air mail route"—the six-m ile experi­ 
mental line which may re-cast the 
national aviation picture. 
“The H aines act lays the ground­ 
work for such invaluable services as 
a tim e-saving flight between Phila­ 
delphia and New’ York by autogiro.” 
Postm aster Joseph F. Gallagher, of 
Philadelphia, stated. 
“Feeder lines are the greatest un­ 
filled need today in the air trans­ 
port industry,” said Alfred L. Wolf, 
attorney and one of the nation’s 
leading 
sportsman 
pilots. 
“The 
Haines act is the initial step in 
building an air services which will 
provide 
local 
or 
accommodation 
flights from important but outlying 
towns to large cities where the trunk 
airlines stop. 
"Thousands of communities will 
never be able to afford the landing 
facilities or have the volume of 
ti attic which will bring the long­ 
distance air lines to their doors. U n­ 
less som e 
m eans of 
rapid, 
safe, 
simple transportation Is found, air 
service w'ill be denied to them. We 
must develop types of flying service 
which can operate close to popula­ 
tion centers and which are practical 
for economical travel under 200 or 
300 m iles.” 
The Philadelphia experiment will 
be inaugurated by Eastern Air Lines, 
a major air transport company, this 
spring.

Mmilar to that by which .speeding 
trains snatch mail bags from station 
platforms.
